In fact there ia scarcely a physician of r.

tice. 


This delusion 1ms itlso a fentureof intorcsl 


about it distinct from its psychological phe- 
nomena. 
It frequently so much resembles 


the mcdheval tales of individimls who !md 
sold tlicniKclvcK to Iho fiend, aud afterwards 
repenting of thoir bargain hud endeavored 
ineffectually to break it, that ono is almost 
tempted to believe that dipsomania, imag- 
ined by our forofathers to be demoniacal 
possession, was a very common mistake in 
tho middle nges. 


Admitting this to bo tho case, it would be 


a .singular study to Iraco out how rrifniy poor 
wretches have .'suffered at tlio .stake for im- 
aginary crimes connected with sorcery, which 
after all were merely tho effects of habitual 
drunkenness bi'iuging on this peculiar phase 
of insanity.

common in the middle ages as Well as in th 
present day i-S that tho victim of drunken 
ness imagines that ft phantom appears t 
him whenever he attempts to rccedo froi 
his bargain with tho evil ono, or, nccordm 
to our modern ideas, lo return to tho path 
of sobriety, and, pertinaciously followiu 


him, 
drives tho unhappy wretch to contiuu 


his habit till it forces him into the grave 
Ho close did tho affinity between the m

THE RIGHTS OF \YITNK8SJ38. 
Tho injustice of imprisoning ft man, some- 


times for a long term, for the venial offence 
of being present when a crime was commit- 
ted is too glaring to Lave escaped any one's 
attention, but tbo remedy for the difficulty 
is by no means as evident. Witnesses are 
oven now spirited away too of ton lo uioko it 
advisable to release them from all restraint. 
To make a witness any adequate compensa- 
tion for his imprisonment would bo no more 
than justice, but its expense would make 
the tax payers revolt. 
Mr, 1L H. Beecher 


has introduced u bill into tho New York leg- 
islature which is intended to protect the 
rights of witnesses, but is open to soino 
seribus objections ou Lho ground that it 
docs not suitably protect tho accused parties. 


This bill provides that tho testimony of any 


witness, upon tho examination of n person 
charged with crime, may ba token down in 
writing and, being properly certified to, can 
be used ou tho subsequent trial. 
The fault 


with this plan,—and it is a serious fault,—is 
that thoro will always bo a doubt about the 
reliability of a deposition. 
Thoro is no 


chanca to cross examine tho witness and a 
knave can often make a smooth aud consist- 
ent, but falso affidavit, who could not stand 
a Bovoro cross examination. If Mr. Beech- 
er's measure became a law there would bo 
danger on the ono hand that juries would bo 
suspicious of the depositions and would reg- 
ularly find verdicts of not guilty, or that, if 
the depositions wore readily accepted, many 
innocent parties would suffer punishment. 


AVith some modifications it might bo snfo 


to accept Mr. Boechor's plau. In the first 
place let there be somo attorney in each 
bounty whose ctiity it shall be to cross ex- 
amine all witnesses at-the preliminary ex- 
amination, unless tho accused is provided 
With counsel, in which, caso the latter would 
do it, and let the verbatim record of tho ox- 
ttmination bo preserved that tho jury before 
which thfi case i« tried mny know exactly to 
What extent the witness has been examined 
nnd how well ho stood it. In tho second 
place, it should bo provided that whenever 
it is possible tho witness should be brought 
Into court, confronted by tho accused nnd 
dross questioned before judge and jury, and 
that the depositions should bo produced 
only when the witness can not be. 


Our juries seem to be deteriorating. In 


Our largo cities it is difficult to get a jury 
that to any degree represents the intelligence 
of people in general. The stupidity of some 
J arics, the corruptness of others, nnd the 
resolute determination of some not to con- 
riot under tiny circumstances have dono 
much to bring the whole system of jury trial 
into contempt. The introduction of written 
instead of oral testimony would increase the 
difficulties of a juror's position, find would 
result in an increased proportion of verdicts 
unjust either to tho accused or to tho gov- 
ernment. 
. With tho modifications wo have suggested 
it would be loss dangerous, but even then it 
Would require more intelligence and charac- 
ter on tho part of the jurors to do the right 
thing than most of our jurors possess. Tho 
use of special juries is more common ia Eng- 
land than it it in this country, but the exten- 
sive introduction of written evidence would

During the next week I called daily to see 


gmith.and received from him kj'.iont minute 
MGohiit of the persocntloiw he endured from 
the BB3'he imagined to be following 
him.
